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Town council asked to save 
youth club at risk of closure 

CALL FOR PAID YOUTH WORKER AFTER VOLUNTEER STEPS DOWN

AXMINSTER Town Council might step 
in and hire a youth worker to save the 
town’s new youth club. 

Councillors expressed an interest in helping 
to save the club, and will set up a working party 
to take a closer look. 

Axminster New Youth Club (ANYC) was set 
up by volunteers three years ago when the 
county council-run club closed. 

ANYC is doing well in terms of numbers, at¬ 
tracting an average of about 35 youngsters a 
week. 

But it is difficult to recruit volunteers to help 
run the club, and the chairman and club stal¬ 
wart Shiobhan Pickering has given notice she 
will step down at the AGM in October. 

Nobody has signaled a will to take over, which 
is why it has been proposed that Axminster 
Town Council employs or contracts a youth 
worker. 

Town councillor Lara Rowe, who is involved 
with the new youth club, made the suggestion 
at the council’s July meeting and reported that 
chairman Shiobhan Pickering has given notice 
that she wishes to stand down at the next AGM 
in October. 
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She praised Ms Pickering, saying she has 
been the chairman for three years and played a 
pivotal and active part in the club’s success. 

Councillor Rowe told fellow councillors: “The 
youth club is getting stronger and stronger, at 
the moment in an average week we get about 35 
youngsters turning up 

“I think it would be a great shame to Axmin¬ 
ster if, due to lack of volunteers or lack of lead¬ 
ership, it was just to fold again. 

“Would there be money to employ a youth 
worker one night a week, a maximum of four 
hours a week, like other towns in this area do? 

“I am just very concerned that no-one else is 
willing to stand at this time.” 

Mayor Jeremy Walden, who is also involved 


with the youth club and is its safeguarding lead, 
said: “We are looking at about £1,600 a year?” 

Councillor Rowe replied: “Yes.” 

Councillor Walden said: “What I would ven¬ 
ture to suggest is that this would not be an em¬ 
ployment, this would be contracted out to 
somebody who is a self-employed youth worker 
with all the necessary qualifications, and that 
we look at it further to see if it is feasible and 
viable. May I suggest that before we commit 
any money? 

Councillor Rowe said: “Yes, I just wanted to 
make the council aware.” 

Councillor Walden added: “I go up to the 
youth club most weeks, if only just to pop my 
head in the door; it is increasing in popularity.

“In order to get it ready and in order to plan 
the activities, it is not just opening it up, it does 
need a degree of commitment. 

“In fairness to Shiobhan Pickering, she has 
done it for three years on top of her normal job, 
and she does it as a volunteer. 

“We need someone perhaps, in order to take 
take it a step further, with professional youth 
training.” 

Councillor Sue Spiller said: “I think we need 
to look a little bit deeper into this. 

“Can we have a working party to look at the 
costings, the use of the youth club, what the 
young people feel about the use of it, what the 
prospects are of getting a volunteer and what 
other towns and villages around here do. 

“Then, as a town 
council, we can dis¬ 
cuss those findings.” 

It was agreed to form 
a working party and 
councillors were en¬ 
couraged to pay a visit 
to the youth club. 

Councillor Walden 
concluded: “We’d love 
to see you, you’d be

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Parishes Together fund awards cash 


A TOTAL of 35 worthy community schemes 
have had Parishes Together Fund applications 
approved by the decision making panel of East 
Devon District councillors between April 2016 
and March 2017; the same funding is available 
again now. 

Designed to provide financial solutions to 
local issues, the Parishes Together Fund is a 
joint East Devon District Council and Devon 
County Council initiative in which the sum of 
£1.10 per elector in each parish is put into a cen¬ 
tral pot, which parish and town councils can 
then apply to for funding towards community 
projects. 

All projects, apart from ditches and drainage 
projects that will help prevent flooding, must 


benefit a wider area than that of just one town 
or parish council. 

Some of the successful projects from April 
2016 to March 2017 were: 

• £7,125 towards a tourism project from 
Seaton Town Council and Axmouth and 
Branscombe Parish Councils to improve 
tourism, including creating a tourism App 
for the area that residents and visitors can 
download onto smartphones and tablets and 
find out what’s going on in the area; 

• £4,970 towards a reputable theatre company 
putting on a play to educate all Year 9 stu¬ 
dents in East Devon about the dangers of 
child sexual exploitation - Cranbrook, Broad¬ 
cast, Clyst Honiton, Poltimore, Ottery St

• £3,290 to pay for educational signs along 
country walks in the parishes of Otterton and 
Woodbury. The signs will be low level, in 
keeping with the environment and will give 
details on local animal and plant life you may 
well see on the walks; 

• Broadclyst, Clyst Honiton, Cranbrook, 
Poltimore parish councils were granted £2,893 
to help pay for the creation of a lit community 
heli-pad in Broadclyst, so the Devon Air 
Ambulance can land there at night; 

• All Saints, Kilmington and Chardstock 
parish councils and Axminster Town Council 
will receive £7,993 to provide defibrillators 
that the general public can access and use in 
the town and parishes to cover spots where 
there are none; 

• £37,090 will be received by Exmouth and 
Honiton town councils towards improving 
tourism in the area - this will be used to help 
fund town guides, websites and some staffing 
resource; 

• Sidmouth Town Council, with support from

Hospital protesters 
to return to County 
Hall this afternoon 

PROTESTERS from Seaton, Honiton and else¬ 
where in Devon will converge on County Hall 
again today before a special meeting of the 
county council's Health Scrutiny Committee de¬ 
cides whether to refer the closure of beds in the 
towns' hospitals to the Health Secretary. 

NEW Devon Clinical Commissioning Group pro¬ 
poses to replace the beds with a new system of 
care at home. 

Seaton and Colyton county councillor Martin 
Shaw said: "We shall be pointing out that the new 
system, which they have been developing only 
since March, has not been tested in winter, let 
alone a flu epidemic. 

"It is uncertain that they will be able to staff it 
effectively over time given the complex travelling 
arrangements that it requires for medical as well 
as care staff. 

"The small number of beds (halved to 71) which 
they propose to retain across the 3 remaining 
community hospitals ignores the facts that East 
Devon has far more over-85s (the key users of 
community beds) than other areas of Devon and 
that these numbers are projected to treble in the 
next two decades. 

"The remaining beds will not be distributed in 
an 'even geographic spread' as the CCG claim 
but, concentrated in Tiverton, Exmouth and Sid¬ 
mouth, give no provision at all in the Axe Valley 
which is the area of East Devon furthest from the 
RD&E. 

"The closure of beds is driven by the CCG's aim 
of reducing the amount of rent which it has to 
pay to NHS Property Services for community 
hospital space, and is probably a prelude to the 
gradual elimination of community hospitals over 
the next few years." 

Six speakers from the affected communities 
will address the Committee in the Public Partici¬ 
pation session. 

Countryside survey 

THE East Devon District Council Countryside 
service is, with the support of 25 volunteers, co¬ 
ordinating a series of surveys to gather valu¬ 
able data on bird, reptile, butterfly, dragonfly, 
wildlife, bio-diversity and water quality at na¬ 
ture reserves across East Devon. 

The surveys which are taking place at a num¬ 
ber of nature reserves managed by the Country¬ 
side team, include the Maer in Exmouth, 
Holyford Woods near Colyton, Seaton Wetlands 
and Trinity Hill near Axminster. 

The volunteers have been offered training in 
their field and in data recording, so that they 
can visit the sites to gather accurate and valu¬ 
able data on the state of the habitats managed 
by the Countryside team.

Warning over giant hogweed after 
teenager suffers burns and blisters 


A TEENAGER was 
left in agony with hor¬ 
rific burns and blis¬ 
ters after he brushed 
past a dangerous 
giant hogweed plant 
at a beauty hotspot in 
South Somerset. 

Amber Gault, 39, 
rushed her son Max, 
aged 17, to hospital 
after he suffered ago¬ 
nising ‘huge yellow 
filled liquid blisters’ 
on his right leg, arm 
and forehead. 

A nurse lanced the 
worst of the yellow 
boils but Max was 
still in pain over the 
weekend to such an 
extent that he was un¬ 
able to work. 

The youngster came 
into contact with a 
plant while on a 


mountain bike ride 
with a friend at Ham 
Hill Country Park, 
near Stoke-sub-Ham- 
don. 

His mother, from 
Crewkerne, Somer¬ 
set, has spoken out to 
warn other parents 
about the Giant Hog¬ 
weed after reading 
that there had been 
confirmed reports in 
the area. 

She said: “Max went 
mountain biking up 
at Ham Hill with a 
couple of friends. 

“He complained his 
leg seemed a bit sore 
when he got home 
and then by Friday I 
had to take him to the 
minor injuries unit in 
Crewkerne as his 
right leg, arm and 


forehead had come 
out into huge yellow 
liquid filled blisters. 

“Max knows what 
plants to look out for 
and wasn’t aware that 
he had touched any 
but he must have ac¬ 
cidentally brushed 
past some while cy¬ 
cling. 

“I think last year 
there were signs up at 
Ham Hill warning 
about these plants but 
I really think people 
need to be made more 
aware about how 
much skin damage 
these plants can 
cause. 

“Hopefully he’s now 
on the mend and will 
be back to work

soon. 

Amber suspects that 
if Max wasn’t injured 
by giant hogweed it 
might have been an¬ 
other poisonous 
plant, like wild or 
cow parsnip. 

Ham Hill Country 
Park warned the pub¬ 
lic in August last year 
about the dangers of 
the wild parsnip 
plant. 

The countryside 
manager for South 
Somerset District 
Council was able to 
confirm there is no 
giant hogweed at 
Ham Hill but there is 
hogweed. 

A spokesman for the 
council added: “Both 
these plants share the 
Genus Heracleum; 


the difference is that 
only hogweed is na¬ 
tive to the UK and a 
feature of native habi¬ 
tats. 

“Giant hogweed is 
classified as an inva¬ 
sive non-native spec¬ 
ies and is notifiable. 

“Hogweed is com¬ 
mon across all our 
South Somerset coun¬ 
tryside sites and 
along verges, field 
margins and foot¬ 
paths. 

“Its sap can cause 
the same phytophoto- 
dermatitus, but noth¬ 
ing like to the same 
extent as giant hog¬ 
weed. 

“At Ham Hill we 
have warning signs 
about plants like hog¬ 
weed for visitors, and 
we post information 
on social media. 

“Hogweed is a na¬ 
tive plant and part of 
the species mix in the 
habitats on the hill. 

“The Ranger team 
strim back path edges 
and maintain clear 
routes for the public 
to use throughout the 
summer months.” 

Wild parsnip is still 
in place at Ham Hill 
but the council is 
planning to tackle it. 

A spokesman for the 
council said: “We can 
confirm that we do 
still have significant 
wild parsnip on Ham 
Hill despite the efforts 
of the rangers and 
volunteers last year. 





Devon police launch 
new drone unit 


DEVON and Cornwall Police have joined with 
their Dorset counterparts to become the first 
police forces in the UK to launch a fully opera¬ 
tional Drone Unit. 

The latest in drone technology has been tri¬ 
alled in the respective forces since November 
2015 and such has been their benefit, an opera¬ 
tional drone unit has been created. 

Chief Superintendent Jim Nye, Commander 
for the Alliance Operations Department, said: 
“This is a historic step for the Alliance and 
policing in the UK; drone capability is a cutting 
edge way to support operational policing across 
Devon, Cornwall and Dorset. 

“This technology offers a highly cost effective 
approach in supporting our officers on the 
ground in operational policing. 

“Drones will aid officers as part of missing 
person searches, crime scene photography, re¬ 
sponding to major road traffic collisions, 
coastal and woodland searches and to combat 
wildlife crime. 

“Drones can even help police track and moni¬ 
tor suspects during a firearm or terrorist inci¬ 
dent, as it will allow officers to gain vital 
information, quickly, safely, and allow us to re¬ 
spond effectively at the scene. 

“Being the first police forces in the country to 
have a stand-alone, fully operational drone unit 
is a great source of pride for the Alliance, and 
proves that we continue to work hard to find in¬ 
novative ways to adapt to the ever-changing 
policing landscape.” 

Drone Team Manager, Andy Hamilton, said: 
“It is fantastic to see both forces working to¬ 
gether to lead the way in utilising new, cutting- 
edge technology. 

“Having previously been a police officer for 30 
years, I have seen how technology has changed 
and can help us become more efficient in what 
we are trying to achieve. 

“In the past, any aerial photos or videos have 
been captured by the National Police Air Serv¬ 
ice (NPAS) helicopter, which is not always the 
best use of resources. 

“Instead of always sending a helicopter on an 
hour’s flight to take a few photos of a crime 
scene, we can now use a drone to carry out the 
same task. 

“Whilst drones will enhance our roads polic¬ 
ing function, I also see this technology being 
able to complement NPAS by allowing helicop¬ 
ters to be available for more serious incidents 
across the South West.” 

The Drone Unit is currently using DJI Inspire 
drone equipped with a zoom camera and ther¬ 
mal imaging to allow for operational use 24 
hours a day. The camera is HD/4K quality and 
can capture both video and still images.

“It is these areas 
that we pulled the 
parsnip up from last 
year. 

“We will be dealing 
with it again in the 
coming days and 
weeks. 

“Cutting it would 
only cause it to grow 
back more vigor¬ 
ously, spraying it 
with a herbicide is 
not ideal in such a 
high footfall area on a 
nature conservation 
sit. 

“Therefore we will 
again pull the plant 
from high footfall 
areas.”

Boost for county’s diabetes patients 


DIABETIC patients across Devon will benefit from 
£1.16million to help improve their long-term 
health and prevent them developing complica¬ 
tions that lead to amputation. 

The funding will support increased resources 
for Diabetic Foot Specialist Teams, with diabetes 
consultants, nurses and other health profession¬ 
als working together to intervene if a patient is 
developing diabetic foot disease. 

In addition, the money will support GPs and di¬ 
abetes nurses in managing patients' diabetes in 
line with diabetes targets recommended by the 
National Institute for Health and Care Excellence 


(NICE). This will include managing patients' 
cholesterol levels and blood pressure, which can 
lead to heart problems, diabetic eye disease and 
kidney disease if not controlled. 

The funding is the first of a two-phase grant 
totalling £2.4million, with the remaining 
funds being released in 2018 when targets are 
met. 

NHS Northern, Eastern and Western Devon and 
South Devon and Torbay Clinical Commissioning 
Groups (CCGs) have been awarded the money 
from NHS England through its Diabetes Treat¬ 
ment and Care Transformation Fund. 


Nicola Gurr, leading the project for both CCGs, 
said: "This funding will help us to tackle this de¬ 
bilitating illness head on, and to support patients 
to manage their diabetes in a way that enables 
them to be as informed, healthy and active as 
possible. 

"Diabetic foot disease can often deteriorate 
rapidly, which is why our approach will be to cre¬ 
ate new footcare teams and enhance those al¬ 
ready in existence. 

"This should significantly improve outcomes 
for our patients by providing early identification 
and access to immediate treatment." 


Social media scams 

PEOPLE of all ages are falling foul of scams 
which target them through their social media 
accounts, the Devon, Somerset and Torbay 
Trading Standards Service has warned. 

To raise awareness, a number of informa¬ 
tion events are being held in towns around 
the area. 

The Devon, Somerset and Torbay Trading 
Standards Service is combating the online 
menace with social media posts of their own, 
giving tips on what to look out for. 

Consumers are being urged to read the 
posts and attend one of the information 
events as both will give people the knowl¬ 
edge and skills to recognise and report 
scams, and what to do if scammed. 

Trading Standards officers will be available 
at the events to answer questions and will 
promote the Buy With Confidence scheme, 
which helps consumers identify reputable 
traders in their communities. 

July is National Scams Awareness Month 
and Devon, Somerset and Torbay Trading 
Standards Service has joined forces with Cit¬ 
izens Advice and the Chartered Trading Stan¬ 
dards Institute to highlight the dangers of 
scams to people of all ages. 

Councillor Stuart Barker, Devon County 
Council's Cabinet Member with responsibil¬ 
ity for Trading Standards, said: "Increasingly 
we are seeing groups of people who believe 
that they would never fall for a scam, feeling 
they can easily spot a scam, or know how to 
act. 

"However, scammers are becoming highly 
sophisticated; they know how to manipulate 
people and are tailoring their scams to spe¬ 
cific groups."

The Project’s founder, Deb¬ 
bie Humberstone, said: “We 
had no idea if the exhibition 
would be a success, but every¬ 
one who attended over the thr¬ 
ee days was so positive about 
it. 

“In fact, many expressed a 
hope that we would put on fur¬ 
ther exhibitions - or even go 
on tour with it.

“I would like to thank Jess, 
who came up with the idea and 
made the whole event happen. 


“I know she was worried that 
no one would come but, in fact, 
quite the opposite has been 
true. 

“It seems that expressing 
mental illness through art is 
something that many can re¬ 
late to.” 

The Project would like to 
thank everyone involved in 
making the exhibition a suc¬ 
cess, especially those who con¬ 
tributed artwork and to all the 
visitors who came along.

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New addiction support group at Pippins 


A SEATON man, who was given six months to 
live if he didn't stop drinking, has set up a sup¬ 
port group in Axminster for families affected by 
addiction. 

John McMahon, assisted by his partner Lou 
Lewis, has started a group at Pippins where fam¬ 
ilies affected by addiction, be it drink or drugs, 
can receive help and support. 

The group is not restricted to people in Axmin¬ 
ster, with Mr McMahon saying: "If you can get 
there, you can come there." 

He was a senior lecturer and researcher at the 
Centre for Alcohol and Drug Studies for many 
years but, prior to that, he was given six months 
to live because of his addiction to alcohol and 
drugs. 

This was in 1984, and he has been clean and 
sober since, one of his books describing part of 
that journey as "going from a drunk to a doctor 
in a decade". 

Lou is a counsellor with her own private prac¬ 
tice but her previous husband was an alcoholic 
for 29 years, so she too has first-hand experience 
of the issues. 

They decided to provide help for families af¬ 
fected by addiction, so created Bottled Up. The 
website has members from all over the globe 
and has helped people to not just cope with their 
situation, but to change their lives and, in many 
cases, change their addicted family member. 

In a recent move, Mr McMahon started a sup¬ 
port group at Pippins in Axminster for families af¬ 
fected by addiction. 

This is a venture in collaboration with the Rise 
Hub that provides treatment for substance 
users. 

Mr McMahon said: "According to Devon Public 
Health statistics, Devon is home to around 
30,000 substance misusers (3,000 drugs and 
27,000 alcohol). 

"Received wisdom suggests that each misuser 
affects three other people, mostly family mem¬ 
bers. The statistics show that psychiatric prob¬ 
lems, such as depression and anxiety, are 300 


per cent higher among the partners' of addicts 
than in the general population. Divorce rates are 
higher and there is a higher percentage of sin¬ 
gle-parent families. 

"The children have higher rates of truancy, 
delinquency and addiction - and the use of med¬ 
ical facilities for the whole family tends to be 
around twice those of families where addiction 
is not a problem. 

"Yet despite so many being affected by the 
issue, there are few services available for this 
group. 

"What little money is allocated for addiction 
treatment tends to be focussed on treating ad¬ 
dicts, with only around one per cent of the bud¬ 
get being allocated to helping families." 

He is very open about his own background and 
introduced himself in a book called Bottled Up, 
by writing: "In 1994 I graduated with a PhD in 
psychology from the University of Glasgow. My 
wife and mother looked on proudly as I paraded 
in my rented gown.

"The sun shone and everyone had strawberries 
and champagne on the lawn; everyone but me, 
that is. 

"Few people realised that behind this very 
happy scene was a story that was best summed 
up by the wife of my supervisor when she said 
that I had gone from 'a drunk to a doctor in a 
decade'." 

He was more secretive about his past back 
then, but not because of the stigma. 

He explained: "I spent the next 15 years on re¬ 
search, teaching at master's and doctoral level. 
I wrote papers for prestigious journals and regu¬ 
larly presented work at conferences around the 
world. 

"However, the one thing I kept secret was my 
own past and my experience with alcohol and 
drugs. For about 15 years I had used alcohol and 
drugs heavily. 

"In fact, I was treated on numerous occasions 
by my doctor for alcohol problems, and he con¬ 
sistently suggested that I should attend AA. I dis¬ 
agreed. Finally, I was hospitalised in a dreadful 
state. 

"The doctor treating me diagnosed brain dam¬ 
age and liver damage, and gave me six months 
to live if I did not stop drinking. 

"From that day onwards I attended hospital, 
AA, group therapy and anything else that was 
available and I have been clean and sober since. 

"All through my academic years I hid the fact 
that I had a drink problem.I did not hide it be¬ 
cause of the shame or stigma. No: I hid it be¬ 
cause I wanted to be taken seriously as a 
researcher and an academic. 

"Ironically, now I find that this personal experi¬ 
ence may be one of the most powerful qualifica¬ 
tions I have to help people." 

The support group meets at Pippins, Lyme 
Road, Axminster, on Tuesdays from 10.30am- 
12.15pm.

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Police stop drivers to advise 
them on anti-social driving 


TWENTY drivers were stop¬ 
ped and given advice when po¬ 
lice responded to complaints 
of anti-social driving in 
Seaton. 

Areas included Royal Ob¬ 
server Way, The Esplanade 
and routes to Beer and Coly- 
ton. 

Police staged an operation 
for four evenings at the end of 
June and early July, and PC 
Richard Jenkins said: “A total 
of 20 vehicles were dealt with. 

“All drivers were advised re¬ 
garding their manner and fu¬ 
ture manner of driving. 

“Four drivers were warned 
regarding speed offences, six 


drivers were advised regard¬ 
ing construction and use (e.g. 
noisy exhaust, faulty head¬ 
lights, etc). 

“Also, following searches of 
vehicles, several items were 
seized including drug para¬ 
phernalia.” 

The Seaton Neighbourhood 
Police Team intend to repeat 
this operation when neces¬ 
sary. 

Anti-social driving is de¬ 
scribed as ‘driving in a care¬ 
less or inconsiderate manner 
and thus causing distress or 
annoyance to others (this may 
include speeding but not nec¬ 
essarily)’. 


PC Jenkins said that police 
can use powers under Police 
Reform Act, and added: “This 
legislation is aimed at any 
form of anti-social driving and 
requires the driver to drive 
appropriately for the follow¬ 
ing 12 months after an initial 
warning or his vehicle will be 
seized by police. 

“This is a very impactful 
piece of legislation, which all 
anti-social drivers should be 
aware of. 

“To recover their vehicle, 
drivers will have to pay a min¬ 
imum of two days’storage plus 
a further daily rate.”

The findings show that even a 
little exercise wards off insulin 
resistance, a precursor to type 2 
diabetes which can result from a 
high-fat diet. 

The study, published in the 
journal Experimental Physiology, 
also casts doubt on the previ¬ 
ously held view that increasing 
the quantity of mitochondria, 
the tiny structures in cells that 
convert glucose and fats to en¬ 
ergy, would help fix some symp¬ 
toms of a high fat diet. 

The researchers found that the 
benefits from physical activity 
were not affected by the quan¬ 
tity of mitochondria. 

Insulin is a hormone used to 
control blood sugar levels. High- 
fat diets contribute to the devel¬ 
opment of insulin resistance, 
which is when their muscle, fat, 
and liver cells do not respond 
properly to insulin and leads to 
the development of type 2 dia¬ 
betes. 

Study lead author Megan Rosa- 
Caldwell, a doctoral student at 
The University of Arkansas in US, 
found that mice genetically en¬ 


gineered to have higher quantity 
of mitochondria were not more 
protected against high-fat diet 
induced insulin resistance. 

The researchers fed all the 
mice in the study a diet that 
mimics Western diets high in fat. 

The genetically engineered 
and control mice were further di¬ 
vided into a group that was al¬ 
lowed to exercise, and a 
sedentary group. 

Their results showed that phys¬ 
ical activity, regardless of the 
amount of mitochondria, offered 
similar health benefits against in¬ 
sulin resistance. 

The researchers said that it ap¬ 
pears that exercise's ability to 
help remove damaged cellular 
materials and enhance the qual¬ 
ity of the mitochondria maybe 
more effective for preventing in¬ 
sulin resistance. 

But they said these aspects 
need to be further tested. 

Ms Rosa-Caldwell said that 
with rates of obesity and type 2 
diabetes continuing to increase, 
understanding the cellular pro¬ 
cesses that help or hurt insulin 
resistance can help doctors bet¬ 
ter tailor effective preventative 
measures such as exercise.

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HALE AND HEARTY 


C OMMONLY prescribed drugs to treat 
heart problems also reverse potentially 
harmful genetic changes from heart 
disease. 

Beta blockers work mainly by decreasing the 
activity of the heart by blocking the action of 
hormones like adrenaline. 

They are used to treat angina, heart disease, an 
irregular heartbeat, heart attacks and high 
blood pressure. 

Also known as beta-adrenoceptor blocking 
agents, scientists have known for decades 
the drugs work by slowing the heart rate and 
reducing the force of contraction - lessening the 
burden of work carried out by the heart. 

But now Canadian scientists from York Univer¬ 
sity in Toronto found these drugs also reverse a 
number of potentially detrimental genetic 
changes associated with heart disease. 

Professor John McDermott said: "Morbidity and 
mortality associated with cardiovascular disease 
(CVD) is a predominant global health problem 
occupying a prevalent position as the leading 
cause of death worldwide. 

"Due to its universality, the multi-faceted pro¬ 
gression of heart disease is therefore one of pro¬ 
found clinical importance. 

"Progressive heart failure, as one aspect of 
CVD, has a staggering prevalence of approxi¬ 
mately thirty eight million diagnosed patients 
globally, a number which is growing due to the 
ageing population and the pervasiveness of HF 
in that age cohort. 

"Moreover, a heart failure diagnosis in many 
cases is an ailment with a poorer prognosis than 
most cancers. 

"Understanding and averting the progression 
of heart failure is therefore fundamental in the 
battle against CVD." 

The study used an experimental model of heart 
failure and next generation sequencing to get a 
snapshot of all of the RNA in the heart cells to 
identify the global gene expression changes 
that occur in heart failure. 

It then explored what happened to this pattern 
of gene expression when beta blocker treat¬ 


ment was implemented, and what they 
found not only surprised them, but could have 
important ramifications for future treatments 
of heart disease. 

Prof McDermott added: "We discovered that 
beta blockers largely reverse the pathological 
pattern of gene expression observed in heart 
failure 

"This could mean that the reversal or 
suppression of pathological gene expression by 
beta blockers is somehow protective against 
heart failure, but it's something we would 
need to look into further to understand how 
individual genes function in the heart." 

The study also found some genes associated 
with the immune system were dysregulated 
in heart failure, supporting recent research 
that has suggested the immune system and 
inflammation are involved in heart disease. 

Prof McDermott concluded: "These observa¬ 
tions support recent developments reflecting 
the involvement of the immune system and 
inflammatory responses in the progression of 
heart disease. 

"It will be of interest to further analyse these 

inflammatory related protein coding genes 
to determine if they do indeed contribute to 
heart disease. 

"Herein, we report broad categories of biolog¬ 
ical processes and also individual genes that are 
differentially regulated under conditions of 
experimental heart failure that 

can be reversed by pharmacological treatment 
with beta-adrenergic antagonists. 

"The next steps will be to determine whether 
these changes are mirrored in human heart 
disease and to develop a flexible array of thera¬ 
peutics that can detect and potentially target 
these processes with the ultimate aim of 
reducing pathological changes in the 
myocardium, enhancing cardiac function, and 
improving patient morbidity and mortality 
associated with heart disease." 

The study was published in Nature Scientific 
Reports.

4 WAYS TO BE WATERWISE 
DURING THE WARMER MONTHS 


By Hannah Stephenson, Press Association 


1. Water at certain times of the day 

Water at specific times - early morning or dusk - to reduce 
evaporation. Don't water in the heat of the day. Use water butts; put 
pots under hanging baskets so the overspill also waters plants below 
and leave clippings on the lawn after mowing to retain moisture. 

2. Don’t water established lawns 

If we have a long, hot spell, your lawn may turn a bit brown, but it 
will recover with the autumn rains. Leave grass to grow a bit longer 
to preserve water and introduce drought-tolerant clovers, which will 
prevent the lawn from changing colour completely when a dry spell 
hits. 

3. Recycle your water 

Try to recycle water as a matter of course. Use a plastic bowl for 
washing up and then deposit the water on to your plants, as a small 
amount of washing up liquid isn't going to hurt them. 

4. Choose your plant 
placement wisely 

Some more thirsty 
specimens in pots may 
benefit from being 
placed on a tray lined 
with capillary matting, 
which soaks up the 
water and then delivers 
the moisture to the roots, 
gradually when it's 
needed.
